Then the tenant of o
flat, presemting as part payment for the rent
one of Kelsey's receipted bllls, gave tho
snap away, The collector as he went along the
row found nearly all the tenants had small
bllls to hand In as part payment for rent,
They were accopted, but when taken to the
office and shown to the owner he disclaimed
any knowledge of them nnd asserted he had
| sent no one to make repalrs.

Kelsey used discretion selecting
dwelllngs 1o visit. He looked the place
carefully over, noting the repairs that weie
needed and then called for the lady of the
house. Usually the people that pald the
rent had made several unsuccessful at-

The people who
lived In the dwellings were glad esnough to
accept hls assurances that the bills would
be nccopted as cash In psyment of the

The sombre cloth-covered casket resis
near the middle of the floor ln a bower of
potted palme. Over the fool ls draped a
silken flag with clusters of loog-stemmed
tuberoses In Iits folds. At the head la a
beautiful mourning wreath of Dowey roses,
naralssus and femm, Beneath  this Is a
chased silver plate, bearing the simple lo-
seription, “'Captaln Lee Forby, aged 28"

Although many of Captaln Forby's friends
and acqualntances visiied the srmory Fri-
day evening, an impressive quiet relgned
in the drawing rooms and the drill hall,
where the body lay. FPeople in groups of
twos and threes inapected the bler and con-
varsation was carried on in subdued whis-
pers. The casket was taken from the un-
dertaker's at 3 o'clock In the afternoon and
it will be kept in the armory untd the fu-
neral, Bunday at 1 o'clock, The guard of
honor will be recrulted from the returned
members of the Riftes and the junior mem-
bers alternately.
